I am against 
the income tax adjustment 
suggested by the Study 
Commission as the work- 
ing man would pay it all 
but feel that a good portion 
of any increase could come

Alabama 
Co-Op Enters 
25th Year 


Alabama Electric Co- 
operative this year enters 
its 25th year of operation, 

The electric generation 
and transmission coopera= 
tive will observe its silver 
anniversay by putting into 
Operation its new steam 
generating plant in Wash- 
jngton County near Jack- 
son, 

Actually the Alabama 
Electric has been organ- 
ized for nearly 28 years, 
It was first organized in 
1941 with its founder 
Mauary McWilliams as its 
first president. McWil- 
liams remainded president 
until his death in 1966. 

Before the newly formed 
organization could com- 
plete plans to construct 
and operate generation fa- 
cilities World War I 
brought a halt to non-de- 
fense construction, 
Electrical wiring, which 
contains a large amount of 
copper, was especially dif- 
ficult to obtain during the 
war years, 

Later, in 1944, Alabama 
Electric seized the oppor- 
tunity to purchase a 
system. The old Alabama 
Water System was ordered 
to sell some of its holdings. 
Under a joint package plan, 
Alabama Electric pur- 
chased the generation and 
tcansmission system and 
several inunicipalities in 
South Alabama purchased 
the distribution facilities 
within their towns, 

Alabama Electric first 
began operation of the sys- 
tem in 1944 and began im- 
mediately to plan for the 
upgrading and expansion 
necessary to service its 
members, 

With a $20 million ex- 
pansion and modernization 
nearly completed, Alabama 
Electric this year enters 
a second era of service to 
South Alabama, Headquar- 
ters are in Andalusia.

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IT HAD BEEN our plans that 
when Tatum Bedsole of Hacoda 
retired from his duties as rural 
mail carrier that we would do 
pictures of he and my father, 
J. L, Kimbro, of Kinston, who 
retired in March 1957, along 
with a combined story of their 
experiences during their years 
with the postal service. But 
my father has been ill since 
last summer and has not been 
able to return home for these 
pictures. He is now residing 
at the Tyson Manor Nursing 
Home in Montgomery, and has 
recently been ill of flu.., which 
has made him even weaker, 
physically 

My father began his rural 
carrier job at Galliver, Florida, 
June 2, 1914, a route that has 
long since been consolidated 
with the Baker and Holt routes. 
He was twenty-six years of age, 
and I was six “Years old, 
My dad began with a horse and 
bug and received a salary 
80.00 a month, The $80.00 
was everything, including his 
equipment, but he thought it 
was a good job at that. He 
bought his first car, a Ford 
in 1916 with an open top, with 
brass radiator shell referred 
to as the ‘‘tin lizzie.’’ Come 
pared with present-day cars, 
they look as though they are 
on stilts, 

My father must not have been 
exactly happy, though, for on 
December 1, 1916 he trans- 
ferred to Midland City, Alabama 
and after the United States was 
in World War I he transferred 
back to Galliver. He continued 
to be unsettled and June 30, 
1920 resigned to accept em- 
ployment with an Arkansas 
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ferred to Kinston where he 
continued to live and carry the 
mail until he retired in 1957, 

I have never thought that my 
father was real happy out of 
the newspaper business but 
neither was he real happy not 
on the rural route and Seeing 
his patrons, He felt that they 
were good to him and it was 
a fever with him to give them 
good service, 

In a letter to his patrons of 
Rural Route No, 2, Kinston, 
two days before he retired he 
told them a part of the history 
of his life and how much he 
had enjoyed working for them 
during the many years he had 
Served them. He had married 
when only 19 years of age and 
when he was 20 years old I 
was already a couple of months 
old, It has always been easy 
for me to remember his birth- 
day for he is twenty years older 
than I am, liking one month. 
My birthday is in March andhis 
in April, 

I am using a picture taken 
of Mr. Bedsole and Mr, Good- 
win this week. Mr. Bedsole 
Mr. Goodwin, and my father 
are ‘friends of many years 
Standing. I would have loved 
having a picture of the three 
together. Since I cannot I am 
using a picture of my father, 
also. This picture was taken 
only a few years ago and since 
he retired from his postal ser- 
vice job, Since I can remember 
he has been a Primitive Bap- 
tist minister and I took this 
picture of him with his Bible. 
I was attempting to get a pic. 
ture of him in a particular 
Study. I never did get what I 
wanted and this picture does not

NOT THAT I blame him but 
I really do regret Dr. Rose’s 
resignation as president of the 
University of Alabama. Dr, 
Rose has served longer than the 
national average of six years 
as a university president. He 
has been president of the uni- 
versity of Alabama more than 
11 years, 

His resignation was not 
Shocking but he had said he 
would not leave his present 
position for any other Univer- 
sity post. But he did not say 
he would not accept a business 
position which is what he is 
doing, He will become chair- 
man of the board of General 
Computing Corp., andpresident 
of its affiliated division, the 
Education, Health and Research 
Foundation, in Washington. 

The University of Alabama 
has grown from 12,250 to 21, 
000 students under his presi- 
dency. The annual operating 
budget moved from $16 million 
in 1958 to $73 million in 1968, 
Assets valued at $50.6 million 
increased to assets valued at 
$172.2 million. Outside support 
rose from $1,350,000 to $33 
million. New campuses were 
created at Huntsville and Bir- 
mingham and the home cam. 
pus was greatly expanded. 

In his letter of resignation 
to Governor Albert Brewer Dr. 
Rose said that the ‘‘past years 
have been years of progress 
and years we can all treasure 
as truty productive for the wel- 
fare of the University and the 
State.’’ 

The University of Alabama 
can ill afford to accept Dr. 
Rose’s resignation. But the Uni- 
versity of Alabama is the win- 
ner for having had Dr. Rose 
these past eleven years,

To insure, or at least 
to encourage local support,

Harry N, Scott, Manager 
of the Dothan Social Secur- 
ity District Office, said that 
many senior citizens are 
not aware of the enrollment 
period for the medical in-

PECAN FERTILIZATION 

I plan to send a general 
letter on pecan manage- 
ment later to Coffee County 
landowners. Fertilization 
is one big weakness in pe- 
can production in Coffee 
County. Nitrogen is nec- 
essary to produce annual 
shoot growth of 4 to 10 
inches, From 6 to 8pounds 
actual nitrogen per tree 
appears to be adequate for 
bearing trees. It is 
important to put this down 
by February 15 so that 
it will be there at the time 
new growth occurs, Fifty 
pounds each of phosphorus 
and potash per acre should 
also be applied along with 
the nitrogen. Zinc sulfate 
at the- rate of 10 pounds 
per tree every 5 years will 
be needed to _ prevent 
rosette.
